For the first time in many years, 
Boyne City planners met up with a 
group of developers who had done 
their homework and came to the 
monthly planning meeting armed 
with knowledge of the planning 
rules and the zoning law the city 
runs under. 

That. the develope were 
lawyers and business executives 
helped their cause, but the presen- 
tation made was such that all of the 
Is had to be dotted, along with the 
Ts crossed, as they went in front of 
the board asking for a lot. split and a 
conditional use that would allow 
them to build two duplexes on 
property they own on John Street in 
the North Boyne area. 

The developers, Peter Donlin, 
Bruce Traverse and Don Keskey 
asked the city for permission to 
build the two duplex units after they 
had been rebuffed last year when 
they tried to have four lots rezoned 
to a R8 dlassification for eight units 
of multiple housing. 

In working on the project during 
the last year, the developers had 
taken the four lots they own, 
eliminated one from the new plan, 
restructured the proposed project 
and asked the planners to approve a 
lot split which would turn the three 
lots into two. On the two lots, they 
wanted to build one building with a 
common wall along the new lotline. 
Each half would have two 2,690 
square foot units.

Since marriage and the desire 
for a long: lasting one came back in 
vogue in the '80s, the information 
gleaned from Pearson's research 
project should prove a handy 
guide for those just starting down 
the matrimonial road. With ex- 
spouses no longer considered 
stylish or even worthwhile collec- 
tibles, newlyweds can use some

As for those who've been a long 
time wed, and who are admittedly 
muleheaded, finding out that our 


stubbornness has helped make our - 


marriages enduring is a great com- 
fort, especially since we've learned 
by now, and so have our spouses, 
that this characteristic is indelibly 
inscribed on the very core of our 
being.

In this year of 1990 the U.S. 
government decrees that census 
takers will sally. forth to once more 
count the human population of our 
fair land. 

But these people counters can't 
hold a candle to a group of humans 
who make a count of our feathered 
friends, all the way from humming 
birds to turkey vultures, and 
everything in between. 

So it is that the National 
Audubon Society's Christmas Bird 
Count takes place in the U.S., 
Canada, Mexico, and some other 
foreign countries sometime during 
December. - 

Here in this area eleven mem- 
bers of the Petoskey Regional 
Audubon Society sallied forth on 
Dec. 16th in a 15 degree tem- 
perature, with intermittent snow 
flurries, to count the various avian 
species in a fifteen mile circle, with 
the center located at the junction 
of US-31 and US-131. 

Who are these people who leave 
the comfort of a warm nest to 
brave the elements just to see how 
our feathered friends are faring?
